OIMIOMORK!  Somehow  there  is  an  inexplicahle  magic  in  the  name.  The  very  \voril 
Sophomore  recalls  memories — of  red  devils,  gamecocks,  exultant  crowing  from  the 
third  floor,  the  numerals  on  the  water  tank,  the  bell  tolling  the  midnight  hour  of 
Hallowe'en  and — who  knows? — perhaps  the  freshmen's  "rendezvous  with  death!"

Nothing  so  magic 
about  that — quite  the  opposite.  The  word  is  so  contradictory  as  to  be  absurd.  However,  the 
one  consolation  might  be  that  it  is  much  more  pleasant  to  he  called  a  "wise  fool"  than  some 
other  types  of   fool   frequently  mentioned — and   seen.
